ERMANY proposes to introduce a system of 
compulsory iasurance to c»ver all the laborers 
of the nation, some 12,000,000 in number. It pro- 
poses to supply a fand from which support can be 
drawn in case of sickness or disability, and also for 
the years of age when labor is no longer possible. 
It is proposed to withhold from. the wages of the 
man whose income ¢quals $86 a year 3 ceatsa week ; 
from an income of $140 a year 5cents a week; 
from an income of $212 a yer 6 cents a week; and 
from a higher income 7} cents a week. The em- 
ployer p3yaasum to the g»vernment just double 
the above amount on each laborer p*r week, and 
for each laborer the state adds at the rate of $10.50 
for each year of labor.

A SHORT SERMON. a» 
BY MUNSON. 

“And some eried one thing, and some another, among 
the people.” Acts 21: 34. 

On a certain occasion St. Paul decided to go to 
Jerusalem to see his ministerial brethren, notwith- 
standing he had been told by one of God’s prophets 
that ‘‘bonds and imprisonments awaited him.’ 
His brethren tried in vain to persuade him not to 
go. Paul said ‘‘he was ready, not only to be bound, 
but also to die at Jerusalem for the name of the 
Lord Jesus.” When he arrived in Jerusalem he 
reported what “‘the Lord had done among the Gen- 
tiles.’”” When the apostles heard Paul’s statement 
“they glorified God.’’ Paul’s enemies put many 
evil reports in circulation concerning him, and 
these evil reports reached Jerusalem before he did. 
His enemies reported that the apostle had advised 
the people to disobey the law of Moses. This re- 
port caused great confusion in the city, and while 
Paul was in the temple “‘the Jews from Asia’’ laid 
violent hands on him and called other Jews to 
come to their assistance, ‘‘Crying out’’ with a 
loud voice, ‘‘Men of Israel, help: This is the man 
that teacheth all men everywhere against the peo- 
ple, and the law, and this place.’’ 

Paul was brought out of the temple with great 
tumult and violence, and severely whipped. They 
proposed to kill him, but a military officer inter- 
fered and prevented the execution of their wicked 
purpose. Instead of releasing Paul and giving 
him proper protection, they pit him in irons and 
“carried him into a castle.’”’ The soldiers had to 
carry him in their arms to keep the Jews from 
killing him. ‘‘Some cried one thing, and some an- 
other, among the people.’”’ The true cause of this 
populer excitement was religious bigotry. Paul 
had left the Jewish Church, had become a Chris- 
tian and a true friend of Jesus, and was ready, if 
need be, to “die for his name.’’ Bigotry is cold- 
hearted, unreasonable, and cruel. Christianity is 
kind, gentle, harmless, and useful. There are 
many people to-day who have the z2al and energy 
of the old Jews, and their religion is of the same 
type. They have a religious spirit, but not Christ’s 
spirit. They are wedded to a church creed, and 
love their sect. They boast of their wealth, their 
costly church edifices, their tall church spires, their 
institutions of learning, and of their church digni- 
taries, but they are strangers to the spirit of Chris- 
tianity. They have party love but not Christian 
love. They have charity for their own sect, jast as 
the old Jews had, but they have no love or charity 
for those who differ from them in thecry. 

In almost every community to-day “some will 
say one thing, and some another,” about individ- 
uals and churches, just as they did in the days of 
St. Paul. The men who opposed the apostle pos- 
sessed the very spirit that he possessed previous to 
his conversion to Christianity. He knew full well 
what he would have to contend with, for he had 
been a “‘blasphemer’’ and a ‘“‘mur lerer’’ before his 
conversion to Christianity. “God is love.’’ Christ’s 
great heart was full of love. Ohristianity breathes 


the very spirit of love. The frait of the Spirit is 
love. Is it not strange that there should be a difter- 
ence of opinion concerning men and churches, and 
that “some should cry one thing, and some an- 
other?’ The Christian knows ‘‘the love of God 
that passeth all understanding.’’ The bigot knows 
nothing of it. The divided feeling in any com- 
munity about the orthodoxy of a loeal church 
grows out of a narrow and bigoted feeling that is 
akin to that which ruled the Jews in St. Paul’s 


day. 

“When Paul began to ‘‘build up the faith that he 
once destroyed’? his former religious associates 
began to destroy him. Christianity has so molded 
public sentiment that no one dares, in this Chris- 
tian land, to resort to personal violence in the name 
of religion. ‘The masses of the people in Paul’s 
day were controlled by their religious teachers. It 
issonow. If the clergy in this country would re- 
pudiate their written creeds, and advise all their 
flocks to come together and make one flock only, 
the membership would follow their teachers. Ob- 
jections would exist at the beginning, but they 


‘| would gradually give way and the entire flock 


would leap the wall, and there would be ‘‘one fold 
and one Shepherd.’”’ That day is coming, and then 
they will all say the same things and all work har- 
moniously for the general good. Lord hasten that 
glorious day!

POPULAR ERRORS. 

BY CYRUS MENDENHALL. 

It had been upon my mind for some time to make 
mention of some false conceptions, all too common 
relative to clergymen. Dr. Maple, in recent issue of 
HERALD, forestalled me on one point when he gave 
us his criticism of Rov. Bro. Jackson as to minis- 
terial financiering. : 

It has long been taken for granted that minis- 
ters were poor financiers. Poor financiers, indeed! 
Why, my dear reader, there are none better. There 
may be exceptions, but, mark you, they are excep- 
tions and not therule. Ov-casionally one might find 
a merchant, a farmer, or even a banker as good 
financiers, but as a class the ministers are far ahead. 
Says one: ‘‘A clergyman ought to save nearly all of 
his $600. You know he can travel anywhere for 
half rates.’”? One might suppos3 all one must do is to 
say, ‘‘I am a minister,’’ and any ticket agent would 
sell him a ticket around the world for half fare. 
The fact is, some railroads do grant half rates to any 
clergyman living on the line of the road, granting 
the so-called favor upon conditioas that you “sign 
off’’ all protection to baggage and person, present- 
ing certificate to the ticket agent and again to 
the conductor with your special ticket. For one I 
pre‘er full rates, full privileges, and a full sense of 
manhood. 

Auother superficial figurer says (this time a 
farmer), ‘‘Why, when I get $600 cash I can save at 
least half of it.’ Certainly you can, because it is re- 
ceived from produce you have sold over and above 
what your family and stock have consumed. The 
preacher generally buys butter and eggs when these 
commodities buy groceries for you. Milk, and, in 
short, all you raise on the farm, he must raise with 
the cash, hence his $600 is all his living while yours 
is profit or surplus, at least in part. A great many 
farmers have no idea what their living costs them, 
because they keap no accounts that enter into de- 
tails. You see, then, we must concede that it 
takes a little cash to procure butter, eggs, milk, 
vegetables, poultry, meat, fruit, corn, oats, and hay. 
Then, tod, there are many calls upon a minister 
for money to help enterprises that in their turn are 
helpful to humanity; there are collections in his 
own church, and ministers in proportion to their 
incomes are the most generous men we have. 

As to ministers’ sons. Well, well, why are peo- 
ple so parrot-like—why will men repeat over and 
over again what a thousand times has been proved 
false? Do you know? I am sure I give it up. 
I suppose now and then a minister’s son does go 
wrong. Perhaps in spite of good influences, careful 
training, and helpful environmen's he turns out 
badly. It may be he has inherited from his great- 
grandfather a -“‘besetting sin'’ that has not been 
fought against, and he, just as any common mortal 
would do, has fallen, and our parrots say, ‘“‘They all 
do. You know ministers’ sons never turn out well.’’ 
But I tell you it is fals6. When one does wrong he 


is so well known, and so much is expected, that it 
becomes conspicuous. Ministers’ sons are more 
likely to become useful and true than the sons of 
wealthy merchants, manufacturers, or bankers. A 
fair percentage of ministers are ministers’ sone, and 
every place of usefulness, authority, importance 
has been occupied by ministers’ sons. Indeed, it 
does seem that something new might be found. 
These old errors have had their day. Why not 
bury them? 

But my article is growing long—the ‘‘amen’’ 
ought to come in here somewhere. Ministers are 
human, so are their sons; ministers are human, so 
are their parishioners; ministers are human, some 
are good financiers and some are not—heaven help 
those whoare not. Avoid sweeping denunciations. 
Remember old statements are not always true. 
Sometimes there are two sides to a question, some- 
times even three.

THE DEMANDS OF THE AGE UPON THE MINI8- 
TRY, AND HOW TO MEET THEM. 
BY REV. R. G. FENTON. 
(Delivered before the New York Kastern Christian Genfer- 
enee, held at St. Johnsville, N. Y.] 
Mr. President and Members of Conference: 

Believing that I fully appreciate the honor you 
have conferred upon me in choosing me to deliver 
the annual address to the conference at this session, 
and understanding the kind intentions of the dear 
brother on the committee of last year, -who sug- 
gested me as the one for the place, yet I feel that 
another ought to occupy this position. 

But as I learned, soon after becoming a member 
of this body, that it was mine to submit to all just 
requirements, and to, at least, make a trial of the 
thing asked of me, I tremblingly take the place as- 
signed. me, promising nothing more than to stir up 
to your remembrance things aleady known. I have 
accordingly chosen as my subject, ‘‘The Demands 
of the Age upon the Ministry, and How to Meet 


Them,”’ 
We are fully aware that at no time in the history 


of the Church of Christ was there more demand 
made upon the ministry than at present, and the 
ministers’ responsibility was never greater. True, 
the demands of God are the same to-day as ever. 
‘*Preach the word’’ means preaching Christ, simply 
and purely, as it did when these words were written 
to Timothy. And the meaning and responsibility 
of the words of the Prophet Ezekiel have never 
been lessened, nor ever will be: ‘‘Son of man, I 
have set thee a watchman unto the house of Israel; 
therefore thou shalt hear the word at my mouth, 
aud warn them from me. When I say uxto the 
wicked, O wicked man, thou shalt surely die; if 
thou dost not sp3ak to warn the wicked from his 
way, that wicked man shall die in his iniquity ; but 
his blood will I require at thine hand.”’ 

The requirements of God seem to be enough for 
the true minister to meet, when we consider the 
responsibility therewith connected, without any 
demands being made upon him from other sources. 
But such demands are made, and, in some way, we 
must meet them. I will notice some of the claims 
made upon the clergy of to-day, and, in doing so, 
will classify them as: 1, The demands of the 
world; 2. Tae demands of the Church; 8 The 
demands of God. Taen, 

I. THE DEMANDS OF THE WORLD. 


But, some ask, ‘‘What right has the world to lay 
claims upon the minister of the Lord?” I answer, 
our work is in and for the world—to win from 
worldliness to Christ. We are their ‘‘servants for 
Jesus’ sake.’’ 

Worldly society asks the minister to preach elo- 
quentiy. ‘Smart’ is the word, and temptation to 
popularity is the voice in which it is asked. Yes, 
“give us beautiful sayings, though they be as empty 
of soul-food and life as the drum ortimbrel. Proph- 
esy smooth things. Don’t say anything about my 
pet sia. Don’t say anything about my responsi- 
bility to God, or my personal salvation. Don’t tell 
me I must die, and s'and at the judgment-seat of 
Christ. Don’t say ‘the wicked shall be turned into 
helJ, and al] the nations that forget God.” Let us 
erjoy society first.”” I was once called upon to visit 


a@ young lady who was dying; in fact, was too far 
gone to converse, or even to listen. I could talk at 


her, but not with her. I turned my attention to 
the mother, who, by the way, was a prefessor. I 
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chance,’’ 


The demand of society is not ‘‘How shall we live 
religion?’’ but for the minister to build for them a 
hope that their dying ones are saved, to comfort 
those who live, when in reality they are lost, and 


no ground to be found upon which to build hope. 
Brothers and sisterr, how shall we meet these de- 
mands? If they are not met faithfully as unto God 
upon us rests the responsibility: ‘If thou -lost not 
speak to warn the wicked from his way, that 
wicked man shall die in his iniquity; but his blood 
will I require at thine hand.’”’ True, we can not 
eompel attendance upon our ministrations; but, 
like the Muster at Jacob’s well, spare not, but lay 
bare personal sins when the opportunity is pre- 
sented. Let us notice

Aud these are varied and numerous, and made by 
different classes in the church. I will briefly allude 
to some of them; 

1, ‘Preach like heaven, so we can show the 
members of other churches around us that we have 
the big gun.”” This is not varied much from one 
demand of the world. 

2. ‘' Visit most of the time, for s0 you will better 
understand the needs of your people, and it will cost 
less to support your family if you have one.’’ 

3. ‘*Beaway from home as little as possible, for 
the study must not be neglected; the people want 
your sermons fresh and original, and, then, it is so 
unpleasant for parishioners to call and not fiad the 
pastor at home. B3sides, some unexpected wed- 
dings may be caughi by being at home, and so much 
more money received that the church will not have 
to make up.”’ 

4, “It doesn’t hurt a minister to work, and he 
ought not to feel himself above it either. Heshou!d 
work, at some kind of manual labor, for f_ur or five 
days in the week, for so he can earn part of his own 
support.’’ 

5. ‘Ask less salary. A winister must not preach 
for money, nor make preaching a mere business 
transaction. Leave the matter of pay to the gener- 
osity of the people—‘the Lord will provide’—and 
two hundred and fifty dollars ought to support any 
minister and his family.” + 

6. Dress yourself and family, and furnish your 
house and table as good as the best. Keep a good 
horse and carriage, so we will not be ashamed of 
you when you ride out. And above all, pay your 
debts, but don’t ask the churc’: for any money to do 
any of this with.’”’ 

Brethren, these incongruous demands need no 
comment from me. The Lord said to Paul, ““My 
grace is suffi sient for thee.’”’ Grace is just what we 
need amid these experiences. ‘‘And we know that 
all thiogs work together for good to them that love 
God.” ‘These are among the “‘all things’’ to us if 
we love God. Then by applying ourselves earnestly 
for the strengthening graca of Christ, with that, we 
can meet these demands gracefully and in the spirit 
of the Master. 

Then there are what may be termed funeral de- 
mands, and these come from both church and so- 
ciety alike: 

1, B: ready to attend all funerals, at any hour, 
however much confi cting with other appointments. 
Prepare a sp2cial discourse from their specially se- 
lected text, for each one, and do it to-day; ‘ no time 
is needed for the preparation.’’ And I have heard 
of one instance where a minister was expected to 
preach at a funeral where he had not been notified 
or invited to do so. 

2. “Preach all our friends into heaven, or you 
have no more such custom from us.”’

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SUNDAY SOHOOL LESSON REVIEW. 

[A paper read before the Southeastern Michigan Chris- 
tian Conference, by B. F. Rapp.] 

The study of God’s Word in the Sabbath-school 
work of the third quarter of this year, closing with 
the review, takes us over that period of time, from 
the call of Samuel, B. ©. 1184, to the death of Sam- 
uel, B. C. 1055, being in all eighty-nine years. 

These lessons have been almost entirely historical 
and, for the greater part, have been concerning 
men and their doings. O' these men Samuel, Eli, 
Saal, David, Goliath, and Jonathan were the lead- 
ing characters. In connection with these were 
mentioned incidentally several other persons, the 
more prominent of whom were the sons of E'l, 
Jesse and his sons, the three sons of Saul and his 
armor-bearer, who, together with Saul, were either 
slain or killed themselves during the battle fought 
with the Philistines in Mt. Gilboa. 

Bible history is a very interesting and profitable 
study, and the historical lessons brought out during 
the quarter just past have been especially so—at 
least they have been so tome. That with which 
I was more deeply impressed, however, and that 
which I would emphasiz3 as being most worthy of 
the reader’s attention, is the pervading thought 
that runs through these eighty-nine years of his- 
tory, which thought is, that God invariably re- 
wards righteousness and punishes wickedness. This 
is God’s plan, and it is as immutable as he himself 
is. Consequences of wrong doing will as surely 
follow as will the promised blessing of right doing, 
although these consequences may seem dim and 
far distant, but they will ultimately overtake the 
erring one unless repented of. ‘‘B3 sure your sins 
will fing you out,” can not by any means of phi- 
losophy or logic be explained away. Touching 
this point David Cook says, ia his lesson quarterly: 
**Consequences of sin may seem dim and far distant, 
but God never loses sight of these, and every day 
brings them nearer. These consequences will fall 
as assuredly on the unrepenting soul as did the 
avenging sword upon the wicked sons of Eli.’’ 
Continuing, he says: “‘God gives to us a time of 
probation,” a time, as I take it, in which to right 
all wrongs; that is, to repent of them and ask his 
forgiveness. ‘‘This time,’’ says Mr. Cook, ‘‘may 
be called a testing time, to prepare us for what is to 


follow.”’ 
Taking the testing time in Samuel’s life—as well 


as that of Saul and David—as ensamples, it would 
seem that in the time of youth, as well as that of 
riper years—years of observation and experience— 
God comes with his probationarr time of test. I 
would have the young people bear this in mind. 
Samuel’s probationary test time was while he was 
a youth under the care of Eli, during all of which 
time and all of which test he was ever faithful and 
true. As did Samuel in this respect, s> it is possi- 
ble for every youth to do. 

The probationary test time of Saul was during 
the first ten years of his reign, in which we dis- 
cover how he most signally failed and, as a result, 
lost his position to which he had been chosen of 
God, and ultimately came to a most disgraceful 


The conclusion reached as being deducible from 
the lives of Samuel and David, as brought out in 
the lessons of the quarter, is that God thus prepared 
and trained, by the experiences of life, those who 
were true to him, and that he still continues to do 
go. We are taught in his Holy Word that ‘‘all 
things’’—not all the good things but ALL things, 
bad ones as well as good ones—‘‘work together for 
good to those who love God.”’ The thing, then, 
that we should be most interested and concerned to 
know is, that we do beyond a peradventure love 
God. The main object in the study of God’s Word 
should be that we may thereby attain uuto Christ- 
likeness. While the historical study of the Bible 
is both pleasant and profitable—really necessary— 
that will not answer the full purp: s2 for which God 
has given us this blessed Book. Iam of the opin- 
ion that more time is given to the study of the /et- 
ter of the Word than there is to the spirit of it. 
In my judgment it would be right to the reverse 
of this, ‘‘for the letter killeth, but the spirit giveth 
life,’’ or “‘quickeneth,’”’ as it reads in the margin. 

Dr. Talmage ones said, ‘‘The Sabbath-school was 
established for the one grand, glorious object of 
bringing the children to the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and everything that does not tend to this is just so 
much of a hindrance, and to be removed out of the 
way. I have noticed that sometimes teachers seem 
to feel as though they had accomplished their object 
when they had taught the children where Ramoth- 
Gilead was, and how tar the Mount of Olives was 
from Jerusalem. Alas! if the children find all 
other mountains, but find not Calvary. Alas! if 
they have described the ancient temple, and have 
not pointed out the bleeding Lamb upon the altar. 
Alas! if out of the instruction of the teacher the 
children find the lilies and roses, and the pome- 
granates of Bible-land, but are not brought to 
breathe the fragrance of Him whose garments 
smell of myrrh, and cassia, and frankincense. The 
first, the second, the third, the thousandth, the 
LAST object of the Sibbath-school is to make our 
boys and girls Christiars.”” In the judgment of 
the Doctor upon this point, as contained in his 
words that I have quoted, I most heartily concur. 
God grant that the day may not bo far distant when 
this one object of the study of his Word in the S:b- 
bath-school work will become the voice of the peo- 
ple—the voice of all the people. In thus doing it 
will become vox populi, vex Dei—the voice of the 
people is the voice of God.

Maine, two barrels of clothing. Besides these we 
have advices of a barrel from North Greece, New 
York, and one from Albion, Maine. These barrels 
contained many useful and helpful things—-pil- 
lows, slips, sheets, quiltr, carpet, rugs, tinware, 
spoons, knives and forks, and numerous little mat- 
ters beside hats, bonnets, shoer, and other articles of 
clothing. For all these we are very thankfal, and 
they have been acknowledged to the parties send- 
ing them. 

We would like to have a Christmas-tree if we can 
get those little tokens useful to children and young 
people to put uponit. S me few things are in hand, 
from the contents of these barrels, but very few, 
however. We would Jike our friends to send us 
those things likely to suit jast such children and 
young people as we have here—toys, handkerchiefs, 
stockings, anything that would amuse or be useful; 
large picture booker, boxes of letters, illuminated 
letter and epelling cardr, pocket knives, scissors, 
needle and thread cases, pins, neck-ties, mittens, 
thimbles. There isa great destitution of Bibles and 
Testaments—these will be acceptable, of fair size 


type. We sing out of Moody and Sankey’s consoli- 
dated hymn-book. I wish some of our friends in 
the North could go with me into the homes of these 
colored people. I was in one the other day. The 
min isa mechanic. Work js unsteady. His wife 
was sick for three years and debt accumulated on 
them. At the fire herein the village, a few years 
since, he strained himself trying to save property. 
His house is a single room, without a window he 
canuse. IfI lived in Ohio, or New York, or Massa- 
chusetts I would not keep a cow in such a building 
as he occupies. He has a boy now going to our 
school, in the normal class, a bright, cheerful, sunny 
boy of thirteen years of age, that I would be proud 
to adopt as my child. I wish somebody would give 
me enough money to buy this boy a complete suit 
of clothes, for he greatly needs them. Many chil- 
dren are going barefoot, and can do nothing else, 
with the thermometer at 26 degrees, as it was a few 
days ago. I donot know when my heart so ached 
as it did Jast Sunday morning to see a white boy, 
about ten years of age, going to Sabbath-school 
barefoot, with short pants that only came to his 
kneer, and the weather as cold here as it was in 
Philadelphia. The colored people are much worse 
off than the poor white people. 

But I started to ask for beneficiary funds. A let- 
ter received last week spoke about two girls in dif- 
ferent localities, who could not pay their way for 
board, begging of mesuch reduction in expense as 
would enable them to come to school. I have now 
three young men cutting wood, and doing odd 
chores. I give them two dollars each per month. 
I do it to hélp them though it is costly tome. They 
do work I would do myself, only that they may be 
helped. I could use five hundred dollars this 
winter economically, and do very much good. I 
will be glad to get ary part of thatsum. I will re- 
port monthly all beneficiary funds received and the 
expenditure, as well as accounting for them to the 
parties contributing. I do beg of you, dear Christian 
friends, to come to our help. If any one has a good 
overcoat for a man thirty-eight to forty inches 
around the chest and six feet in height, I have a 
very worthy pupil needing one. He borrows 
money to pay his schooling this winter, which he 
will work out next summer.

The First Sunday-school. 

[I transcribe the following from some manuscript of 
my father’s and send to the HeRAxp for publication.— 
J. J. SUMMERBELL.]} 

It is sometimes said that Robert Raikes estab- 
lished the first Sunday-schools. With reference to 
such statements the reader should ponder the follow- 
ing facts: 

A. D. 100. Schaff ard Hertzog’s Encyclopedia 
speaks of the ‘‘ Sunday-schools of the first ages of 
Christianity,” catechetical schools in the early 
Christian churches, which have been aptly termed 
the “‘Sunday-sehools of the first ages of Christian- 


er’ D. 1529. “‘Luther founded regular catechetical 
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fcucd a foothold.”’ 
A. D. 1560. Charles Borromeo, Archbishop of 
_ Milan, had Sunday-schools in every parish of his 


{ diccese. 
ef A. D. 1560, Jobn Knox founded Sunday-cchools 


in Scotland, and Joseph Aline, of Bath, in England. 

A. D. 1740.. Ludwig Hacker had Sunday-schools 
at Ephratah, Pa., end Rev. Jcseph Bellamy, at 
Bethlehem, Conn. 

A.D 1768. Rev. Theophilus Lindsey (Unita- 
rian) was a successful founder of Sunday-schools at 
Bodale, Eagland. 

A. D. 1767. Miss Harrison was Sunday-school 
teacher at Oberlin, England. 

A. D. 1769. Miss Hannah Ball was Sunday- 
school teacher at Wycolmb, England. 

A.D. 1770. Mr. Blair taught Sunday-school at 
Bechin, Scotla~d. 

A. D. 1775. James Heyes taught Sunday-school 
at Bolton, England. 

A.D. 1778 Rev. Newcomb Cappe and his sister 
Catherine (Unitarian) labored in Sunday-school 
work in Macclesfield, England. 

A. D. 1781. Rev. David Simp:on (Unitarian) 
had Sanday-schools in England. 

A.D. 1781. Aud finally, last. of the list, c »mes 
in Robert Riikes, of blessed memory, who, seeing 
that the popular Sandsy-schools of pious children 
left out the rcuzh ad poor, established, with hired 
teachers, what we now call ‘‘Raigged Schools,”’ or 
‘Secular Schools,’’ on Surdiy, for children not in 
other schools. His employed teachers taught all 
day, as in other secular schools. 

A few ye r: afterwards ministers took an interest 
in his schools, and procured volunteer teachers, and 
maade them common schools. Aud after the exist- 
ence of Sunday-schools several hundred years, some 
iisist upon it that ministers should join the ccm- 
mon clamor that Robert Raikes started the first 
Sunday-schools. The true idea of Sunday-schools 
originated, not with Robert Raikes, who founded 
secular schools on Sunday, but with Jesus, who 
said, ‘Suffer little children, and forbid them not, 
to come unto me; for of such if the kingdom of 
heaven.”’ ‘N. SUMMERBELL.

BAPTISM—OAMPBELLISM. 

In the HERALD of October 3ist our Pennsylvania 
brother c »mes out clearly. He says that baptism is 
equally essential with repentance and faith in order 
to eternal salvation. His three essentials, there- 
fore, are faith, repentance, and baptism. If this be 
not the teaching of ‘‘Disciple’”’ ministers, I would 
like for him to show the difference. 

‘**Baptism—Immersion,”’ is the way I wrote it in 
my first article—my review—and that is the article 
my Penusylvania brother attacked. So I am justi- 
fied in adhering to immersion. 

L2t us see whether he has answered all of my 
**@uestions for Information.’’ The answer to the 










schools, which spread wherever the Reformation | first is implied in his talk of ‘‘going to the river.” 
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The answers to the other four are summed up in 
what he makes the ‘‘essentials,’’ as I stated above. 
So I diagnose his case to be one who believes that 
baptism—immersion—is gesentisl to the eternal sal- 
vation of one who has exercised ‘‘repentanc: to- 
wards God and faith in the Lord Jesus Christ’”’— 
that is, a man sincerely repents, but God can not 
save him; he believes in Jesus, the Son of God, 
but he can not save him, and there being no preach- 
er at hand to baptizs him, until by accident or oth- 
erwise he dies, he will surely be lost. The preach- 
er here is vested with the same power usually at- 
tributed to Catholic priests. It is strange, too, that 
preachers advocating this doctrine will allow per- 
sons who make profession of religion in January 
to wait until the last of May to be baptized, all the 
while entertaining the false hope that if they 
should die they would be saved. They should 
urge the converts to be baptized by water into the 
name and chericter of Christ without delay, thus 
becoming heirs of God, “‘legalizing’’ their repent- 
ance and faith. This doctrine, to my mind, viewed 
from a common-sense standpoint, is as unreasonable 
as that the Roman Catholic priests can forgive sins. 
One of our best and most profound preachers said 
to me that this very idea alone should condemn the 
doctrine of ‘water salvation.”’ I agreed with him 
then, and have not changed my mind. 

But the doctrin2 Jacks also the support of the 
Gospel. It is nowhere stated in the Bible that ‘‘ex- 
cept a man bo biptized in water or with water, be 
shall not inherit the kingdom of God.” If the 
brother knows of such a passage he will oblige me 
by giving the chapter and verse. ‘Baptized’ and 
“*haptiziog’’ are in the quotations given, but they 
lack that all-important part for which he is con- 
tending—water. I could let the matter rest here 
and wait for him to prove his position by some 
Scripture quotations, but as I desire to make this 
a fiaal article, usless circumstances determine oth- 
erwise, I will make a few statements: 

Rom. 6: 8: “Know ye not, that so many of us as 
were baptized into Jesus Christ were baptized into 
his death?’ Gal. 3: 27: ‘For as many of you as 
have been baptiz 2d into Christ have put on Christ.’’ 
Now, my brother, no doubt, understands thee 
scriptures to mean water baptism. It must be the 
same baptism spoken of in the ‘‘commission,’’ as 
well as that in Acts 2: 38. Itis the kind that bay- 
tizes into Christ. The Bible is its own best inter- 
preter. In I, Cor. 12: 18, Paul tells us the kind of 
baptism that brings us into Christ: ‘‘For by one 
Spirit are we all baptiz:d into one body.’’ It is, 
therefore, the baptism of the Holy Spirit that in- 
ducts us into Christ, and not water baptism. Con- 
sequently the baptism in the ‘‘commission’’ is the 
baptism of the Holy Spirit and not water baptism. 
That mu/tum in parvo article of Dr. J. B. Weston, 
on **Tne Baptism That Saves,’’ expresses my idea 
of this matter exactly. Oh, for more Holy Spirit 
baptism! 

Again, my Pennsyivania brother says that ‘the 
never goes to the river until he has a confession.’’ 
Well, ‘‘With the heart man believeth unto right- 
eousness, and with the mouth confession is made 
unto salvation.’”’ 8» that his ‘‘confessed’’ candi- 
date is in a saveable condition before he is baptized. 
Jesus says, also, ‘‘Whosoever shall confess me be- 
fore men, him will I confess before my Father and 
the holy angels.’’? Water baptism is indeed for a 
confession that has been made. As Paul says in 
Rom. 6: 8, 4: ‘‘Kaow ye not, that so many of us as 
were baptizad into Jesus Christ were baptiz:d into 
his death? [Spirit baptism.] Therefore we are 
buried with bim by baptism [water baptism, em- 
blematical of the Spirit baptism, ] into death; that 
like as Christ was raised up from the dead by the 
glory of the Father, even so we also should walk 
in newness of life.’”? Again, if the doctrine advo- 
cated by my brother be true, Paul did not receive 
his full commission, for he says that he was not 
sent to bap‘izs, but only to preach. 

Again, in conclusion: I know a family in which 
was a dear son and brother who was sick unto 
death. This boy, although a good boy, had not 
made a profession of religion. During his sickness, 
however, he gave his heart to the blessed Jesus, 
rejoiced in a Savior’s love, told of his bright hope 
for heaven and immortal glory, and died in the 
triumphs of faith. He was baptized only with the 
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Holy Ghost. Now, my Pennsylvania brother 
must say that this boy’s hope was vain and his 
faith to no purpore, for he lacked that which he 
considers just as essential to salvation as faith and 
repentance; that which “‘inducts into the name 


and character of Christ’’—water baptism. There is 


no escaping this conclusion. Farthermore, those 
parents, brothers, and sister, who have been con- 
soled by the thought that the dear son and brother 
was in glory, can mourn for him as lost; and my 


good Pennsylvania brother can offer them no word 
of consolation and not shiver to atoms the doctrine 
he so earnestly contends for, although it never was 
given to the saints. 


I hope the dear brother will understand my idess 
upon this important subject. I think a brotherly 


discussion a good thing. If I hold any wrong prin- 
ciples, the sooner I find it out the better.

He is 
religious for the sweets he may get. In all this he 
may be but the carnal man of the world. He 
makes everything pander to his will. He isa 
grown-up baby—a man in size and an infant in pur- 
pose, 
Suppose Nehemiah should say to this man, ‘‘Keep 
a sharp eyeto the joy of the Lord,’’ this man would 
construe him to mean that he should consult his joy 
to do what pleased himself. Suppose the prophet 
had said to the returned Jews, few in number, poor 
of means, and surrounded with determined foes, 
‘Brethren, you were in bondage sixty long years; 
you are now in your old home; now have a good 
time. Call out the musicians, sing, march, shout, 
and be happy.’’ Would the city and temple have 
been favored by day and watched over by night? 
Nehemiah says the joy of the LonD is your strength. 
Do not forget it. Not your will, not your joy; it is 
the Lord’s joy you are todo. This is your strength. 
Work for God, work with God, do his will, make 
God joyous in you, and your city with its walls 
shall be rebuilt. 

Jesus teaches the same doctrine. ‘‘In me ye shall 


have peace.” And it is the duty of every man to 
do what pleases God. Let there be joy in heaven; 
and as the apostles worked from this high calling 
they were strong, and the Word of the Lord grew 
mightily. Nehemiah and Jesus teach that the 
believer’s joy is to,arise in the soul as the result of 
conscientious endeavor to do what pleases God. 
REMARKS. 

If the foregoing is correct, we see— 

1. A church or minister who has God’s joy in 
view. as the reason of Gospel effort always has 
plenty of Gospel work to do. His watchword is, 
It is the Lord’s joy to have it done; it can be done, 
and it must be done. Sach church or minister con- 
cludes that all seasons of the year can and must be 
utilized. Sinners repent in swmmer asin winter. 
Keep the golden chain drawing in heat and in frost. 
Churches on this high plane—the joy of the Lord— 
are less liable to backslide; indeed, while working 
for this high calling will find something to pray 
over. Prayer-meetings will have life and power. 
Their ministers will feel the inspiration, and their 
sermons will pass lips touched with the live coal 


from off the divine altar. 
Grammar and rhetoric and logic are good in their

but has little or no divine fire in his elocutionary 
garment, does little.

TEMPERANOE RESOLUTIONS. 
[Adopted unanimously by the Ohio State Christian 


Association at its recent meeting at Westboro, Ohio, No- 
vember 14, 1889.] 


WHEREAS, 1. The great question of the hour, 
the question which dwarfs all others into insignifi- 
cance, the question that is of such importance to 
the people of our state and Nation that no man can 
do his duty as a citiz‘n and either remain neutral 
or keep silent is, What shall be done with the 
liquor traffic? 

2. It is universally conceded that the trefficin in- 
toxicating liquors is the prolific source of number- 
less evils, sorrows. woes, wrongs, and crimes. “It 
is the sum of all villainies, the crime of crimes.”’ 

8. The annual expenditure for intoxicating liquors 
is steadily increasing, the National drink-bill now 
eae to nearly $1,000 000,000 per annum, the 
amount thus expended being greater per capita 
of the p>pulation than ever before. 

4, The loss to the country in consequence is incal- 
ae it eee an sure, a of 
property, an unimaginable loss of time un- 
speakable injury to the health, prosperity, and 


morals of our people. 

5. The scum of society is engaged in the traffi 
and not satisfied with the standing of the trade i 
has its sgents eve here, whose avowed purpose 
is to influence legislatures to enact laws favoring it, 
| executive officers to disregard their oaths of office

THE VOIOE OF EVANGELISM. 


This is the evangelistic age of the Church, and 
we think its best age by all means. There is are 
turn to the earlier and earliest spirit of the Church— 
a disposition to go everywhere preaching the Word 
This is a most hopeful sign, and one most promising 
of greatest good. 

To “go everywhere’’ is according to the spirit 
of the commission, and to ‘“‘preach the Word’’ 
pre-eminently, is in harmony with the same spirit. 
The world has enough—far too much—of the preach- 
ing of the schools or the elaboration of doctrinal 
statements. They are not upbuilding to the life 
nor largely saving to the soul. 

A simple statement of the Gospel thought, in its 
own chosen phraseology, or that most akin to it, is 
attended with a convicting, consoling, and trans- 
forming power, while doctrinal interpretations in 
the language of the schools stupefy the moral ener- 
gies, arouse antagonism, lessen fellowship, diminish 
brotherly love, and divide the forces of God into 
contending and wrangling camps. 

The doctrinal or dogmatic age of the Church was 
one of little moral progress, almost no evangeliza- 
tion, intense bitterness of spirit, wholesale martyr- 
doms, and one most prolific of statements which 
sought to harmonize and unify thought, but which 
only divided und alienated the hosts of God. The 
results were more evil than good, and we wish to 
see no return of this dogmatic age of the Church. 

Herein we see the moral power of the evangelist. 
He seeks to simplify the Gospel in his pulpit utter- 





tive creed of his church than he does of preaching 
astronomy, evolution, or Islamism. To doso would 
be only to blunt the edge of his sword, and excite 
speculations wholly frigorific in their nature. 

Furthermore, this form of preaching which so 
convicts the sinner, consoles the saint, and builds 
up the Church, unifies the children of God. What 
@ oneness prevails under such preaching! How all 
differences are forgotten! How fellowship and love 
abound! How like one family all seem! The con- 
dition is delightful, and the relationship is one 
wholly and only blessed. What an evil is that, 
whatever it miay be, that will lessen this fellow- 
ship, reduce the measure of this love, and divide 
this one camp of saints into contending factions! 
That form of preaching which cradles and schools 
the saints of God in a single household for the time, 
should be continued indefinitely. That system 
which will redeem from the world, lift out of sin, 
transform the moral nature, happify the heart, and 
enrich the soul with the blessed hope of all desira- 
ble things, should not be interfered with. It is a 
warm heart, energized with the Holy Ghost, that 
brings the brotherhood into the one fellowship of 
the Gospel, but it is a cold hand, bearing an icy 
sword, that divides the camp and arrays the broth- 
erhood into hostile schools. 

Men come together for the Gospel and for the 
fruits thereof. Tiaey are made one by that Holy 
Spirit which convicts of sin, consoles the heart, and 
adopts into the family of God. It is not this same 
Gospel, nor this same Spirit, that shatters the one 
host and alienates the one living army of God into 
rival divisions, nor anything that is in sympathy 
with that Spirit and that Gospel. 

The Church needs to study and adopt those influ- 
ences that unify and solidify the children of God 
and learn to be content with that spirit that adopts 
the Gospel as its rule and the Christ as its Model 
and Redeemer. In other words, it should be con- 
tent to gosimply where the Gospel leads and there 
abide. The Gospel leads into a state of holiness; 
it leads into the arms of Christ; it leads up to the 
higher plane of spiritual work and into the most 
blissful moral possessions. What more can the soul 
have? What more can it want? 

During the ministry of Mr. Moody, in this city, 
we sought to study his methods and learn, if possi- 
ble, what were the secrets of his success. We saw 
but two forces at work in these meetings, and these, 
to us, were sufficient to account for all the success 
attending his work. His preaching was the simple 
Gorpel story, as told by the evangelists, without 
special effort at interpretation, and such as his hear- 
ers of all the churches of the city could adopt with- 
out, perhaps, asingle exception. The story was told 
in the plaine:t and bluntest form of phraseology, and 
with no effort at eloquence or scholarly expression. 
Indeed, the absence of scholarship is plainly if not 
painfully manifest in his entire speech. And yet 
there were three thousand persons listening with 
rapt attention to his simple words, to a form of 
preaching without a breath of eloquence or an effort 
at new, strange, or startling declarations. He was 
the superior in scholarship, depth of thought, or 
range of words, to no preacher before him, but he 
had advantages that none of them ever possessed. 
We have stated one of these advantages—the sim- 
plicity of his Gospel speech, and the second is quite 
as apparent to the most casual observer. He is 
supported by unbroken ranks. The whole Gospel 
line of the city suppor!s his pulpit effort. He is 
backed with Divine and mortal energy, and the 
last is hardly less important than the first. If he 
can not have the co-operation of the clergy and the 
laity of all the churches Mr. Moody will consent to 
no arrangement of work. Without it he would 
expect to fail; with it he can not but succeed. He 
realizes the same conditions, temporarily, in his 
work that the Christians contend for as a perma- 
nent result. He maintains a union for the hour, 
based upon the simple Gospel and that holiness of 
life which it produces that we plead for as a per- 
petual condition. If such blessed results come from 
the unity of an hour, what might we not hope for 
from a perennial unity in Gospel love? Moody’s 
methods: are a justification of the principles con- 
tended for by us and an exemplification of their

ANTIOOH AGENT'S NOTES. 

I wrote my last letter in my study here at Yellow 
Springs; so am I writing this one. But in the 
meantime I have been quite busy. Spent a day or 
two in writing letters here at home. 

On Saturday I took the train for Franklin, Ohio, 
the home of Rev. ©. W. Choate. Bro. Choate is 


’ pastor of one of the best churches in the West. I 


suppose the church edifice at Franklin is one of the 
most substantial and elegant that we have any- 
where. Since Bro. Choate has become pastor of 
the church there bas been a corstant stepping 
upward in all that pertains to progressive church- 
work. The. people are very appreciative of their 
pastor’s labors, and they manifest the same by not 
only paying him a good salary, but by giving 
largely to all other interests of the Church, both 
local and general. They respond heartily to every 
call that is made upon them, when they know that 
such call is deserving. And one beholds, immedi- 
ately, when entering such a church that soma of 
the right kind of Christianity has abiding place in 


. the hearts of the people. 


Sunday morning was bright and beautiful—the 
first bright Sunday for several weeks. A very 
large and appreciative audience was in attendance 
at worship. The agent preached, after which the 
beautiful memorial of the Lord’s sufferings and 
sacrifice was observed in the partaking of the 
bread and wine, symbols of the broken body and 
the shed blood. 

One feature I noticed in connection with this 
service that is commendable and with which Iam 
growing more and more in favor, is the use of the 
fresh, sweet juice of the grape. I have grown to 





believe sincerely in the total abolition of intoxicat- 


ing liquor from the communion table. If we can 
not obtain the fresh, sweet wine, let us use pure 
water rather than set a mighty tempter and source 
of ruin before our brethren. The service was very 
affecting, indeed. 

The evening service was the regular mcnthly 
union service, at which time it had been announced 
the agent would again preach. A large congrega- 
tion gathered in the Presbyterian Church for this 
service. The sermon was very attentively listened 
to, and it was a great pleasure to me to be thus per- 
mitted to talk to an audience made up of so many 
individuals of different beliefs, This is one of the 
happy features of the church-work at Franklin. 
The first Sunday of every month the evening serv- 
ices of all the churches are thrown into one, and 
people congregate in some one of the different 
places of worship, and some one of the different 
pastors preaches to them. It seems to me this would 
be a good practice in all our towns of the size of 
Franklin. 

Oa Sunday afternoon we visited the Y. M. C. A., 
where I was again on the program for a talk. 

Monday and Tuesday, together with Bro. Choate, 
I called on several of the church people and citi- 
zens. Had a pleasant visit with Prof. Bennett, 
superintendent of the schools of Franklin anda 
member of the Educational Society of Antioch. 

Bro. Bennett is an enterprising, worthy citizen 
and first-class superiatendent. This is evident 
from the fact that heis nowin the midst of the 
twenty-fifth year of his superintendency of the 
Franklin schools. He is an old student of Antioch, 
too, and one who is very anxious for her success, 

Monday evening, Bro. Choate and myself went 
to Dayton, where Bro. Choate will assist Bros 
Harrod and Watson in a two weeks’ meeting. We 
were surprised at the attendance on a Monday 
night, as it was very large. Those whoareacquainted 
with the work there seem to think that there wee 
never better indications of success than are appar 
ent now. We returned to Franklin after the service. 
On Tuesday evening we again went over. The 
congregation had largely increased over the one «f 
Monday evening. Monday evening the agent 
preached from the words, “Seek ye first the king- 
dom of God and his righteousness.’”’ Bro. Choate 
preached Tuesday evening from words found in 
Exodus 14: 15, ‘Speak unto the children of Israel. 
that they go forward.’”’? His sermon was practical 
aud to the point. After the sermon a short time 
wes spent in prayer and song, many taking part. 
The meeting is sure to result in great good. Bros. 
Watson and Harrod are both working hard to put 
our Church on a firm basis, and the prayers of our 
people should be offered in their interest. I re- 
mained over night with Bro. Harrod, and on 
Wednesday morning came home,

News About Other Floods in Japan. 

Sad, very sad indeed, has been the news from 
time to time coming in of flood after flood, with 
other disasters happening in different parts of Japan 
this year. The floodsin the spring and summer 
were indeed alarming owing to the great damage 
done thereby, but those following have far exceeded 
the former. 

Among them I will give a part of a government 
report published in the Japanese papers on Septem- 
ber 26th, but embraces the damage done from the 
11th to 15th only of the same month: 

In Owari Province, embracing four goris named 
—Hadzugori, Oingori, Hadzumigori, Nishikamo- 
gori—969 houses were carried away, 2,578 houses 
destroyed, 800 persons drowned or killed, and 10,000 
persons receiving government assistance; land cov- 
ered with water about 27 miles, where all crops are 
destroyed. 

In Mikawa Province—Hadzagori in the south- 
ern part—3,000 persons were drowned or destroyed ; 
and in 27 or 28 villages of the same province, 1,000 
houses gone and about 1,500 persons drowned or de- 
stroyed. Some of the worst from among them are 
as follows: Kimura, a small hamlet, out of 93 per- 
sons 60 destroyed; Miroku village, only three per- 
sons left alive, the rest destroyed; Hiyashihadzu, 
out of 20 houses only three or four left, and only 
five or six persons escaped death; Okutashinde, out 
of 23 houses one left undamaged, and out of 111 
persons only 59 left alive. 

The above country is south from Tokio, near to a 
large town called Nagoya. The sea rising much 
higher than usual, broke the bank which had 
hitherto kept it back. Thus the sad news of de- 
struction comes in from north and south, and far 
more than I can devote attention to or listen to all 
the particulars, but enough to sadden one’s heart, 
especially when they remember that not one out of 
a thousand in Japan has yet become a Christian.

When we arose on the first morning at sea we 
had left everything behind us that looked akin to 
the land save the white winged sea gulls which fol- 
lowed us very closely, and evidently enjoyed their 
company, for they would come almost to the deck. 
When the breakfast gong sounded there were a 
number of absentees, and on inquiring elicited the 
answer that they were paying tribute to Neptune, 
and begged to be excused from appearing for intro- 
ductions, or the more loathesome business of eating,

Now the call bell begins to ring and the attend. ‘ 
ants are kept very busy. Sail, ho! comes from the — 
bridge, and all run to the starboard side toseea 


large sailing ship, off perhaps three miles, and going 
in same direction as ourselves. For more than a half 
hour she remained in sight and finally faded from 
view far astern. 

The Pacific Osean may have been calm when 
named, but we find that, as the boys say, she knows 
how to lash herself; for eight days we encount- 
ered a very high sea and rough weather, although 
every day the sun shone out bright at times and 
there were a few hours when we could walk com- 
fortably on the hurricane deck, but at no time was 
it safe to traverse the main deck, and the ports on 
the lower deck remained closed during most of the 
voyage. After crossing the 44th N. latitude we 
were accompanied by the North Pacific albatross, 
and they remained with us several days. 

There is perhaps no place where people become 
so lazy as on ship-board. S» each day passed much 
as we began, the only exception being Sunday. At 
breakfast the inquiry was raised, ‘‘Are we to have 
any service to-day ?’? The ship’s surgeon is also its 
minister, and while he may not be much of a re- 
ligionist it is his duty to conduct the service of the 
Prayer Book of the Church of England, another 
reminder that ‘‘Britain rules the seas,’’ or nearly 
so. The announcement was made that Rev. Dr. 
T. would have the services in charge, and at 10:80 
A. M. the bells called us to the saloon, where the 
services were held, and nearly all the cabin passen- 
gers were present at the service. In the evening 
we held a service of song and prayer. The second 
Sunday out we were favored with a sermon by 
Rev. Mr. McN., who has spent several years in 
Tokio, Japan, and a very enjoyable service of song 
and prayer in the evening. 

There is something delightful about these serv- 
ices at sea. Deanominationalism is entirely- lost 
sight of, and ali, whether professed Christians or 
not, enter very cordially into the song and give 
good attention to the story. It is our custom to go 
out at night to see the stars and commune with our 
own hearts and God, while the great waves growl 
and leap around us, lashing themselves into foam 
as our noble ship plows through them or rides over 
them, while the night winds sigh among the rigging 
or roar through the sails. On the sea we feel safe 
because our God is God of the seas also, and trusting 
in him we are safe. 

An added interest to our voyage was the birth of 
a child during the roughest part of the voyage, and 
on the last Sunday out Rev. Dr. Thwing, of Brook- 
lyp, N. Y., performed the baptismal rite of the 
Church of England. H. J. R.
